The Scotch gardener we knew,whose 
beds,even of vegetables,were so immacu- 
lately clean;another stone-cutter who 
produced his gigantic Pansies for the 
joy of sweeping the class in the local 
Flower Show;the business man who needed 
the exercise in the outside air,and who 
worked to keep his beds filled at all 
times with perfect color combinations; 
these and those others who go out with 
basket and scissors for a handful of 
blooms which take an hour or more to 
arrange,all get more than that which they 
proclaim is the chief end of their labor. 


The business man went back to his office | 
after standing in his dining room door- 
way and looking out over the perfect gar- 
den,with a feeling of real accomplishment, 
not the impersonal one that came of dealing 
with other persons always at a distance 
and by mail. The hours of dirty,dusty,and 
dangerous work,filled with the threat of 
diseese from breathing stone dust,were out 
of mind to our Pansy grower,amongst his 
plants. Our gardener friend lived his life 
with plants,until now at the end he sits 
alone,but content with that which he was 

able daily to do.And in the home,who shall 
say that the hours spent arranging the 
flowers are wasted. 


It doesn't matter that the Pansies we 
grow aren't the largest.Nor the Iris,the 
newest and highest priced sorts.What does 
matter is that if you will plant a small 
bit of ground,tend it carefully,and produce 
something intangible in its value,you will 
lift yourself out of that feeling that 
nothing matters.Our fathers who settled 
the land,didn't know it.Their faces were 
ever turned to the future for which they 
builded.Many have lost that contact with 
the recurring seasons,with physical toil 
in the working of the soil.

COLOR AND FRAGRANCE. 


Determined to find something new to 
tell you about Iris and Poppies,we started 
out this hot June morning,to look them 
over.And to our dismay,they both were well 
past their best,and in many cases were 
entirely gone by.Peonies were at their 
best,but as they are reserved for the next 
Gossip,we can't mention those.It looks as 
if we'd have to extemporize. 


Odd,isn't it,how some one color takes 
ones fancy? When the Iris were at their 
best,we stood in the Peonies near them 
and looked along the row.And instead of 
seeing one particularly fine sort or an- 
other,we saw a color down at the far end 
too far away to tell whether the plant 
was an especially fine one or not.Sort of 
an un-rationed coffee and cream color,and 
we were so pleased with it,that we didn't 
even bother to go to it until several days 
later to find out what it was,preferring 
to retain the color memory intact.It proved 
to be Coronation,which we had never thought 
of in that way before.Nearby,it was more 
yellow. 


In Poppies too,the variety we get the 
most thrill from is not one we would cut 
for the house. Glowing Embers is all color 
and at a little distance it literally 
lives up to its name.We've tried before 
to make you buy this Poppy in good numbers 
but you shy away from it,because you think 
it harsh or something.It is,a few feet 
away.But will you please put it at the 
foot of the garden,against a lighter foil? 
If you will have it where you can scarcely 
see the outline of the blooms,you'll get 
the fullest enjoyment from it. 


Nearby,we have liked Cheerio as much 
as any.It is like Watteau in the profusion 
of small blooms which it produces,but the 
color is brighter and more cheerful.John 
third is even brighter but is of the same 
class,a smaller bloom,neat and trim.These 
two please us greatly,and despite its name 
so does Field Marshal von der Glotz,which 
was particularly good this year.This is 
white,which has been lightly dusted with 
charcoal,as nearly as we can describe it. 
Differing from Glowing Embers,it wants 


to be seen guite close by,for at a distance 


it may seem dirty.Now,you'll probably 


think that a poor way to describe any bloom. 


However,we came back in with a longs 
spray of Philadelphus Amalthee.Here,as 
with some of the Poppies and Iris,is a 
plant that isn't spectacular in itself, 
save that its a neat little bush,some 
four or five feet high.But when it is in 
full flower,its just a great bouquet of 
small clear white flowers,so pungently 
fragrant as to put all others to shame, 
in our opinion.

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NON-ESSENTIAL GARDENING. 


We can't resist the temptation to try 
to explain the restriction under which we 
labor,since the OPA,or some other Board 
has ruled that we are non-essential.And 
if we point out some other non-essential 
activities as we go along,may we be for- 
given on the grounds that as professional 
workers of the soil,both for flowers and 
for food crops,we have a viewpoint of our 
own which it is our privilege to express. 
You may not agree with us,in which case 
you may write a "Letter to the Editor". 


At the present moment,it is not legal 
for us to transport less than a capacity 
load of trees,shrubs,or other nursery 
stock,to one person,at one destination. 

A capacity load is defined as being the 
greatest amount that can be placed on a 
truck without damaging the material,up 

to the registered tonnage. We mey deliver 
less than a full load,twice a week to 

a store for resale,-this is called whole- 
sale business,- but we may not while so 
delivering to a store,leave a single 
package at a house which we pass. We may 
deliver fruit trees,or ‘living plants for 
food production',at any time and in any 
amount,but we may not bring you an ever- 
green with them.We may not go to the 
Express office with less than a capacity 
load,nor to the Postoffice,either. 


Now,many of these regulations are to 
be understood,since one might get all 
the evergreens one desired,by ordering a 
basket of Tomato plants with them.And we 
have not questioned the shortage of gas- 
oline.And to those of you whose contacts 
with us are by mail,these are not important 
matters anyway,for we mail on a rural route 
and that is legal.But if you had a business 
whose chief income producing period was 
less than five months long in twelve;if 
you had an investment from several years 
back, just matured and ready for sale;if 
you had men and machinery to pay,and to 
think of,in a section where no other 
industry could absorb them,and where the 
one other industry didn't call for the 
particular talents for which these men 
were able to make a living wage;would you 
be happy about it? Neither were wel 


If we had a solution to offer,it would 
be different.Lacking complete information 
as to reasons for the delivery ban,we can't 
even suggest an alternative.But we leave 
you one thought. We are reliably informed 
that the Nursery industry was included in 
the non-essential list,at the express re- 
quest of the WPB. No doubt,many officials 
believe that nursery land could better be 
used for food crops.Those familiar with 
our industry realize that this is not 
easily possible,and in most cases would 
work notable and unnecessary hardships. 
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NON-ESSENTIAL GARDENING,-con. 


The nurseryman and florist both have 
investments which make the income from 
almost any possible food crop,-especially 
under present price controls,-entirely 
inadequate to permit continued operation. 
And the nurseryman particularly would 
have to spend money to clear land before 
he could use it for farming. 


As against this,is the patriotic angle 
and no one we have talked with has even 
suggested that we fail to obey the order 
or that if it were necessary to close our 
places of business,we should complain.We 
doubt if any group of men is more inclined 
to consider the good of the nation as a 
whole,than we who work its soil,farmers 
florists and nurserymen alike.And so,if 
there is anything we have written that can 
be construed as a complaint,please do not 
so read it.Instead,we wanted only to give 
you reasons for delays,and tell those of 
you who deal with us closely,why we cannot 
bring you plants and service to which we 
have accustomed you. 


Now for another side of non-essential 
gardening. The other day,a friend who has 
a Victory Garden said to us that on a 
recent attack by Rose Chafers,other gar- 
deners used quantities of scarce Rotenone 
Dust,and other insecticides.In fact,one 
row of pléents was 'hilled-up! with it. 

We went to look,and twas so! Not only 
that,but there were several gardens in 
that group whose owners hadn't found out 
about weeding and hoeing.Naturally, the 
weeds were growing nicely,and it seemed 

a shame to have wasted all that seed and 
fertilizer.Perhaps too,someone else would 
have used those plots to better advantéege. 


If you have a Victory Garden,please 
don't be a 'non-essential gardener'.They 
are necessary to the War effort;they will 
provide a2 lot of food;they have taken 
seed and fertilizer that could have gone 
elsewhere.Keep hoeing,and weeding.Use 
common sense in the amount of insecticide 
you use,-if one application doesn't do 
the work,three won't either,except as they 
are some weeks apart.Learn the lessons 
of constant care and attention that are 
second nature to the farmer.You can't go 
home at five and forget the land,it is 
on your true farmer's mind, twenty-four 
hours a day during the growing season. 


If you have plowed up the flower beds 
to grow vegetables,we have no complaint. 
If you've plowed up the lawn for the same 
purpose,so much tne better.For when the 
War is over,then you'll need our pléents 
to fill those beds,and perhaps you'll 
want an extra one on the former lawn.But 
if we aren't here to supply you then,- 
hadn't you better think of our side a 
little,and send us a small order now ?

The Rue Anemone differs from the Wind- 
flower,in that it usually has several 
flowers in its cluster rather than one. 
It isn't at all common,and we had never 
found it in the wild.One night a little 
cluster of them appeared on the dining 
table.Whether the joy of finding some- 
thing that we hadn't seen before had any- 
thing to do with making another nursery- 
man in the family,we can't be sure.But 
it well could be so,and whenever the 
Anemonella blooms,she is with us again. 


Some of the others have memories too, 
beyond the childhood pleasures we knew 
from Hepaticas and Jack-in-the-Pulpit, 
or Dutchman's Breeches.Camassias for 
instance remind us that more than one 
early settler in the midwest,well knew 
the taste of the roasted Camass,learning 
from the Indians that they were edible. 
We know that from the Colchicum comes 
the Saffron of commerce,and we picture 
women and children in Asia Minor,picking 
the golden anthers from the blooms in 
fields bright with color.Certainly a 
different picture than mention of that 
section brings to our minds now. 


The Sand-lily reminds us of the pleas- 
ure a friend had in finding we could grow 
here the plant he had seen as he travelled 
east from California with his family, 
growing in the fence rows.And it was he 
who first showed us the Green Dragon. 


Last of all,the little bulbous Cory- 
dalis brings memories of one who showed 
us his collection of Sedum varieties,as 
some men would jewels.Our first few bulbs 
came from him.Surely he had more pleasure 
from the single clump that grew deep in 
the shade under a huge Snowball bush, than 
we did from the possible ten thousand 
that flowered in one long bed here,this 
spring.When ill-health forced him to sell 
his plants,we were the fortunate buyers.

There are two messages that seem to 
be most in my mind at present,one more 
important to all of you than the other, 
yet both concerning matters that should 
be explained. 


The first and most important one,is 
a word about the spring season.To begin 
with,we weren't able to dig many plants 
until toward the middle of April,as the 
frost was still in the ground.And then ~ 
it rained until the ground was saturated, 
so were the plants,and all of us. As a 
result,we had to dig many things from 
clear mud,wash them,and then entrust them 
to mails or express company,to be delivered 
to the best of their ability,but certainly 
not as fast as in normal times.Of course 
many things arrived in poor condition.A 
lot came in to us from other sources in 
equally bad shape.Moreover,we were unable 
to obtain many items that we needed,and 
others were delayed until toward the end 
of May.We did our best,as did all those 
whose hands touched the shipments.No one 
grumbled and few complaints were really 
harsh.Yet we must repeat what we have 
said many times before,that we will give 
careful attention to any complaint,where 
we may be at fault.If we didn't ship the 
plants you ordered,in March,we're not to 
blame,obviously,for in few years can we 
dig before the first week in April.If 
shipments were obviously a long time en 
route, there is little we can do about, 
tho we will,in most cases,replace the 
plants. But if you feel that the fault 
is ours,write us and give us a chance to 
make it right. 


The second concerns the powers of 
Radio.
